INTRODUCTION 


The basic information for this roster was compiled by members of the 
Association of State and Territorial Health Officers. Its publication was 
undertaken by the Public Health Service for practical as well as commemora- 
tive reasons. 

First of all, the material provides a compact and chronological 
record, State by State, of the health officers under whom our moder system 


of public health administration on a State-wide basis was inaugurated and 


developed across the Nation. It was 110 years ago that the pattern was 


first delineated by Lemel Shattuck in his "Report of A General Plan for the 


- Promotion of Public and Personal Health," which he presented in 1850 as 


chairman of the Massachusetts Sanitary Commission. This remarkable document 


as well as the Commission itself was originated by Shattuck as one of his 


_ Many civic endeavors. 


Former schoolmaster, Boston bookseller, and good citizen, this man 


- combined keen interest in public affairs with acumen and action. In Concord 
he served as a member of the school committee and reorganized the public 


school system there. From an interest in genealogy, he became attentive to 


the value of correct vital statistics. This led to his becoming one of the 
founders of the American Statistical Society in 1839, and then into active 


‘promotion of the passage of Massachusetts legislation in 1842 for the 


registration of vital statistics. 


Three years later he had completed a "Census of Boston in 1845" that

State, and -- again characteristically -- to become its totally responsible 
and dedicated chairman. The subsequent report and its author have been long 
honored in public health. But Shattuck died in 1859 with no recognition, 
without the satisfaction of having his recommendations enacted into law. 

This, in brief, 1s “the story of the man who devised our enduring 
pattern of public health practice and organization. The whole story of the 
development of Shattuck and his concepts is as fascinating as any in our 
national annals. Much background material has been made available in a 
reprint entitled "Lemel Shattuck--Still a Prophet," from the American Journal 
of Public Health, Vol. 39, No. 2, February, 1949. No less interesting and of 
recognized value to the young recruit in public health is the facsimile repro- 
duction of the original report, produced by Harvard University Press under the 
sponsorship of the American Public Health Association, Massachusetts Public 
Health Association, Harvard Graduate School of Public Health, Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, and the Boston Health Department. 

Although 1960 is the imprint date on this historical roster, arrange- 
ments for its publication were initiated in 1959--the centennial year of 
Citizen Shattuckts death. Thus, it seemed singularly appropriate within these 
pages to pay tribute to him and to the State and Territorial health officers 
who progressively developed his precepts. | | 

Historical notations have been included when the information was 
readily available; that is, without extensive research into primary source 
materials. A few of the notations and listings go back beyond the period when 
Shattuck's recommendations began to be known and accepted, or before a board 
of health was actually or financially empowered for State-wide action. For 
Hawaii, the historical sketch and roster cover fifty years before it became a 
territory of the United States. However, because of its interest, such | 
material was included whenever it came to light through routine editing. 

Names of newly appointed health officers were added up to the time of 
going to press in the late spring of 1960. 

An appendix provides some background information on the origin and 


organization of the Association of State and Territorial Health Officers.

APPENDIX 


THE ASSOCIATION OF STATE AND TERRITORIAL HEALTH OFFICERS 


Its Background and Origin 
The first move toward the formation of a national association of 


health officers seems to have occurred in 1879. The subject was broached 
at a meeting in Nashville of the Sanitary Council of the Mississippi 
Valley, a group originating from efforts to control the spread of cholera 
in that region following the Civil War. Nothing concrete developed then. 
Again in 1883, at the annual meeting of the American Public Health , 
Association in Detroit, officers of State boards of health in attendance 
met informally to consider forming their own national organization. They 
had been invited earlier by both the American Public Health Association 
and the American Medical Association to form a section in these organi- 
zations. However, the assembled State health officers felt that the 
enforcement of sanitary and other public health laws and regulations was 
a responsibility that merited and could best be served through an 
autonomous organization. : . 
Accordingly, this. group of health officers decided to call a meeting 
to be held in Washington, D. C., the following year. Each State board of 
health was to be invited to send a representative. Doctors C. W. 
Chamberlin (Connecticut), J. E. Reeves (West Virginia), and Stephen Smith 
(New York) were appointed to draw up an organizational plan for presen- 
tation at the forthcoming meeting. 
Representatives from nineteen States attended the assembly held on 
May 7, 1884, out of which came the National Conference of State Boards of 
Health. Dr. Chamberlin was elected chairman and Dr. J. N. McCormack 
(Kentucky) secretary. Thereafter meetings were held regularly. In 1897 


the constitution was amended to include membership for representatives 
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il 


from Canada and Mexico, and, to indicate this expanded scope, the name was

: changed to the Conference of State and Provincial Health Authorities of 
North America. 
In 1903 there occurred an event that was to have far-reaching 
: implications. On June 3 of that year, the first annual conference of the 
Surgeon General with State and Territorial health officers was held in 
Washington, Peake Representatives from 23 States and Territories were 
) present at that meeting. For several years before 1903, there had been 
sporadic meetings of groups of State health authorities with the then 
Marine Hospital Service (under the U. S. Treasury Department), usually to 
consider various aspects of a specific problem--for example, a meeting of 


the State health officers from those States contiguous to Canada with Marine 














Hospital Service officials to consider how best to deal with the danger 

_ posed by a sharp outbreak of smallpox in Canada. However, in 1902 Congress 
passed legislation--quaintly entitled "An act to increase the efficiency 
and change the name of the Marine Hospital Service” -- that, among other 
things, authorized the Surgeon General to call conferences with State health 
officers and made an annual conference mandatory. 

For several years the annual conferences were more in the nature of 
Scientific meetings. This was an era when yellow fever was still prevalent, 
and the medical and scientific aspects of the control of that and other 
diseases were the chief items of consideration. At the 1908 conference, 

however, the inter-State quarantine regulations were discussed in great 
detail. This was perhaps the first time that a matter of such importance 
was taken up and handled along the lines of a “working conference." Suc- 
ceeding conferences became more and more the occasion for the Service and 
various State health officials to discuss administrative problems and 
relationships as well as advances in the prevention and control of disease. 
By 1920 some State health officers were bringing their chief sanitary 
engineers to the meeting, so that the technical aspects of the many sanita- 
tion problems on the agenda would be given due consideration. The practice 
of bringing staff members and occasionally board of health members to the 
conference is still followed by several State and Territorial health officers 


who feel that the contributions these individuals can make to committee 
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discussions justify their attendance. 

In 1935, the conference became a joint affair between the Surgeon 
General of the Public Health Service and the Chief of the Children's Bureau 
on the one hand and the State and Territorial health officers on the other. 
In anticipation of the enactment of the Social Security Act, which was 
approved before the end of that calendar year, the entire time of the 1935 
conference was given over to discussion of the proposed programs to be 
carried out under the provisions of that and related legislation. Recom- 
mendations were presented by the conference to the Surgeon General with 
respect to the proposed allocation of funds and the regulations governing 
the expenditure of Federal funds. 

At its inception, the conference organized itself into a number of 
committees; namely, on scientific research and sanitation, prevention and 
spread of epidemic diseases, morbidity and mortality statistics, and State 
legislation. As time went on, committees were abandoned or reconstituted 
and new committees were established. The Conference of State and 
Provincial Health Authorities of North America had also evolved a commit 
tee structure which, not surprisingly, closely paralleled that established 
to facilitate the work of the Surgeon General's conference. Beginning in 
1937, the committee work of the Surgeon General's conference was accom— 
plished by joint committees of that conference and of the State and 
Provincial Health Authorities Conference, with the two meeting concurrently. 

This arrangement was not an entirely satisfactory one. Following 
_ the passage of the Social Security Act of 1935, various State health 
officials began expressing the need for an organization through which they 
could be responsibly represented on matters concerning Federal health 
grants. The Canadian members of the Conference of State and Provincial 
Health Authorities naturally had no official interest in these matters. 

The wisdom of such a move became increasingly apparent as State 
public health programs expanded under the stimlation of the 1935 and -sub- 
sequent legislation. Consequently, the Association of State and 
Territorial Health Officers, with membership limited to executive officers 
of the departments of health of any State, Territory, or possession of the 
United States, was founded on March 23, 1942, a few days before the opening 
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of the Surgeon General's annual conference that year. 


The Conference of 


State and Provincial Health Authorities continues to function actively. 


Its United States membership is identical with that of the Association. 


Its annual meetings are usually held in conjunction with those of the 


American or Canadian Public Health Association. 


The ASTHO annual meetings "shall be held as conveniently as may be 


possible to the Conference of the Surgeon General of the Public Health 


Service with the State and Territorial health officers."
